HOMEOWNERS face a 
proposed four-fold hike 
in council taxes. 

The Tories believe that the 
Government wants to base it on 
the neighbourhood they live in.

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when it suits them." She pointed 
toa parliamentary answer by local 
government minister Phil Woolas. 

He said: “The market for 
dwellings may well be influenced 
by levels of crime and deprivation 
amongst many other factors." 

But the Department of 
Communities and Local 
Government (DCLG) dismissed 
the claims as “scaremongering” 
and said Northern Ireland was not 
a test ground for forthcoming 
reforms in England. 


A spokesman from the DCLG 
said: “This amounts to little more 
than scaremongering. 

“We have made no changes to the 
policies on inspection in England 
since the previous Government set 
them in 1993, and we have no 
intention of changing these. 

“It is wrong to suggest that the 
Government is using the current 
revaluation in Northern Ireland 
as a testing ground for 
England.”
